But the Casualty List Looms Up as 
Large as Ever. 


New York, Ju ly 5.— Despite the ef­ 
forts of many small 
boys and their 
elders the Fourth of Ju ly was com­ 
paratively quiet. 
Firecrackers popped 
here 
and 
there 
and 
pyrotechnics 
wheeled and sizzled, but the day could 
hardly be called abnormally noisy in 
the great metropolis, although there 
was the usual number of casualties. 
In spite of all regulations and police 
precautions revolvers were fired into 
the air everywhere, the spent bullets 
doing their customary deadly work. 
More than IOO boys and young men 
were arrested and taken before mag­ 
istrates for violation of the ordinance 
which forbids the 
discharge of fire­ 
arms in the streets and the carrying 
of concealed weapons. 
Altogether five deaths were recorded 
in the city as a result 
of the day’s 
celebration aud the number of acci­ 
dents 
reached 
into 
the 
hundreds. 
Seven boys ranging in age from four 
to fourteen were frightfully injured 
by the explosion of a can of powder 
from which they were loading a toy 
cannon in W ythe 
avenue, Brooklyn. 
The can, which held several pounds 
of powder, was lying near the cannon 
when a passing stranger, after light­ 
ing a cigar, threw 
away the match, 
which fell into the powder. 
A ter­ 
rific explosion followed, hurling the 
lads in every direction and breaking 
windows in the street. Andrew Kecht, 
aged thirteen, who was stooping over 
the can to get a fresh charge at the 
moment the explosion occurred, had 
both eyes blown out and it is believed 
w ill 
die. 
All the other 
boys were 
burned and hurt by the flying frag­ 
ments. 
The police searched in vain 
for the man who threw the match. 
Fully IOO persons 
of all ages and 
conditions in life were victims of the 
Fourth of Ju ly celebration 
in New ­ 
ark, N. J., but no one was fatally hurt.

T he board of E d u catio n met in re g u ­ 
lar session M onday evening and 
did 
about the usual a m o u n t of routine b u s­ 
iness.

Thoro was a meeting of the city coun­ 
cil on Monday evening in council cham­ 
bers and all the alderman were present. 
Most of the tim e during the meeting 
was taken up with auditing anti allow­ 
ing bills, this being the iirst regular 
meeting of the month, but there were a 
few things of importance which came up 
for consideration. 
One of the most important matters 
was the resolution passed by the coun 
oil providing for the grading, curbing 
and macadamizing of Laurel street from 
the east lino of Seventh street to the 
east lino of Highth street. 
T his street 
during and after a rain and early in tho 
spring has been well nigh impassable, 
and although tho residents along the 
thoroughfare have been patient they be­ 
lieve that they are now entitled to this 
improvement. 
There was no real opposition to the 
resolution b u t Alderman F arrar thought 
it would bo advisable to defer the work 
until it was decided what was hest to 
be done with the sewer question as af 
feeting block 43, a matter which has 
been discussed by those interested in 
this block. 
He thought th a t it would 
be inadvisable to proceed with the work 
of macadamizing if any change is to be 
made in the sewer along this street. 
Mayor O’Brien was present and stated 
that he did not believe th a t it was the 
inadequacy of this sewer th a t caused 
the trouble during the recent high wa­ 
ters, but th a t the fault was with the 
lateral sewers in block 43. 
Ho called 
attention to the fact that not a drop of 
water was backed into the cellars along 
tho south side of Laurel during the re­ 
cent heavy rains, which he thought sub 
stantiated his theory that the sewer in 
the street was 
adequate. 
Alderman 
Farrar stated that City Engineer Wool­ 
man had called his attention to the fact 
that there was not drop enough in this 
sewer and it was his belief th a t it should 
be made lower and also at the same time 
made larger. 
The other phases of this question as 
affecting block 43 were not gone into, as 
the committee of citizens appointed to 
be present were not there to go over the 
matter with the council. 
It was finally decided th a t it would be 
best to proceed with the work prepara­ 
tory to macadamizing the street and in 
the meantime look into the advisability 
of making the changes in the sewer 
which can be made before the actual 
work on the street is commenced. The 
resolution, therefore, passed unanimous­ 
ly. A motion then prevailed that the 
city engineer be authorized to adver­ 
tise for bids for the work as projected 
by the resolution, said bids to be re­ 
ceived on Ju ly IT. 
The council decided 
to meet this evening to hear the report 
of the city engineer on an approximate 
estimate of the work to be done. 
Bids were opaned for the construction 
of lateral sewer “H ” 
T here were but 
two bids in, one by the Slipp-Gruen- 
Kagan 
company atRt~ one 
by Chris 
Johnson. 
The specifications 
called 
for 730 feet of eight inch pipe, 150 
feet of six inch pipe, 3 manholes and 2 
lampholes. 
The bid of the Slipp-Gruen- 
hagen company was OO cents per foot 
for the eight inch pipe, 40 cents for the 
six inch pipe, $45 each for the manholes 
and $5 each for the lampholes. The 
Chris Johnson bid was 63 cents per foot 
for the eight inch pipe, 44 cents for the 


six inch pipe, $44 for manholes and $12 
for lampholes. Tho Slipp-Gruenhagen 
bill was slightly the lowest and tho con­ 
tract was awarded to this company. 
Thoro was something doing at this 
meeting in tho liquor license business. 
The liquor license application of the 
John Coates Liquor company for two 
places of business, one in the G ardner 
block and tho other at 211, South Sixth 
street were received. 
The same were 
granted subject to the approval of City 
Attorney Mantor as to form. The same 
action 
was 
taken 
with 
the J. C. 
Jamieson, O. M. Olson and Chas. Swan 
son applications. T he license of L. L. 
En gat rom run out on Ju n e .'Kl and ( hief 
of Police Simmons was ordered to close 
the place up as the am ount of the license 
had not been received. 
T he street committee reported th a t 
work was being done on tho construc­ 
tion of a six-foot walk from the brow of 
the hill on Bluff avenue to the cemetery. 
It seems that Everett & LaBlanc, who 
were awarded tho contract to put down 
cement sidewalks in the city, have not 
tiled their 
bond. 
Alderman 
F arrar 
stated that Mr. E verett was making an 
effort to get the bond, and guaranteed 
to get it. He informed tho alderman 
th a t unless lie did furnish it that he did 
not want a cent for his work. 
The 
council thought the firm should put up 
the bond at once and a motion prevail 
od th a t tho firm be requsted to furnish 
the bond by the next meeting otherwise 
the contract would be declared reject­ 
ed. 
Tho m atter of engaging a pound master 
for the summer was referred to the po­ 
lice committee to report at the next 
meeting. 
A letter was read from Sidewalk Con­ 
tractor Hayes to the effect that ho would 
take up the work of laying the side­ 
walks if tho city decided to reject the 
contract of Everett 
LaBlanc. 
T here was a petition from a large 
num ber of taxpayers in the vicinity of 
the Mahlum bridge who asked that the 
city council take some action looking to 
the repair of this bridge. The bridge 
has been closed for nearly two years and 
these petitioners set forth in their pray­ 
ers th a t it was a serious detriment to 
the south end of the city. Along with 
their names each subscribed amounts 
of different denominations, 
totaling 
something like $300 which they are will­ 
ing to turn over to the city to assist in 
putting this bridge in a passable condi­ 
tion. 
There was no way at this meeting 
to determine the cost of the improve­ 
m ent and the m atter was therefore re­ 
ferred to the city engineer who was in­ 
structed to advertise for bids, each b id­ 
der to furnish his plan, the council to 
reserve tho right to reject any and all 
bids. The bids are called for July IT 
the next meeting of the city council. 
T he council adjourned 
until this 
evening, at which time the report of the 
city engineer on the estimated cost of 
macadamizing Laurel from Seventh to 
E ighth will be heard.

It raised this morning one 
and one-half inches and before 12o'clock 
tonight it is thought that it will have 
raised at lea-t four inches. 
The situa­ 
tion is getting somewhat alarming and 
while those interested in the dam are 
hoping there will be no serious results 
there is considerable anxiety felt. The 
greatest danger is that the pulp mill 
may go out and if it does there will be 
little hope for the dam. 
The greatest danger is yet to come, 
according to reports from th e U. S. en­ 
gineer's office in St. Paul. 
The letting 
of tho water out of the dams up north 
will be a serious thing, it is thought, 
and this has not reached Brainerd yet. 
There was one report from St. Paul 
that the engineers had told President 
Tighe. of the water works company, 
that they were not going to let any of 
the water out for the present, but there 
is a telegram from the north th at 2,000,- 
000 cubic feet of water is being let out 
of Winnibigoshish dam every minute 
and that it is the intention to increase 
this from 2,000,000 to 6,OOO,OOO cubic feet 
per minute. 
The following is taken from the Min­ 
neapolis Journal: 
‘•Through J une the great storage reser 
voirs in the northern part of the state 
have, for all practical purposes, remain­ 
ed closed. 
As a re.-ult these reservoir* 
have caught the great flood of the up 
per Mississippi valley, and the present 
high condition of the river is due simply 
to the water which has drained in below 
the great dams. 
If July, however, gets 
the same downpours that Ju n e did the 
reservoirs will be unable to hold the 
tloodwaters, which will rush down the 
stream in an unrestrained deluge. 
‘•Last Wednesday the great Winnibi­ 
goshish reservoir reached its storage 
limit, 42,OOO,OOO,OOO cubic feet. 
So far 
it has been partially open, but releasing 
only an am ount of water th a t has been 
caught by dam s below before getting to 
the main river. 
Pokegama reservoir is 
now closed and full. 
Its capacity is 
7,(XX.),(KX»,OOO cubic feet. 
Leech lake 
reservoir is not yet up to its limit, 22,- 
(XX),030,OOO cubic feet, b u t is rapidly ris­ 
ing and has already reached a point 
where it holds 18,OX),OOO,OOO cubic feet. 
Water is being released only for the 
necessary sluicing of logs. 
“Sandy lake reservoir has reached its 
limit, 3,000,000,000 cubic feet. 
As a rule 
the water on the upper side of the Sandy 
lake darn is 8 lo ll feet higher than that 
of the river below, but at present, be­ 
cause of the swollen condition of the 
stream, the water on the upper side of 
the dam is but two or three tenths of a 
foot higher. 
“At present the Pine river reservoir 
dam is being rebuilt, so instead of its 
holding back 8,(XX),OOO,OOO cubic feet of 
w ater—its capacity—it now retains only 
2,500,000,000 feet.”
